Any of these imported repeaters caught in 
the act of voting should be shot on the epo 
No jury will. ict any citizen for protect- 
ing the ballot@ox,—for putting lead into an 
impurted ballot-box stuffer or repeater, If 
he is killed in the perpetration of his in- 
famous work, no erime will be committed 
except his own. He has no more right to live 
than a burglar detected in a man’s house in 
commission of theft. If a citizen has the right 
to kill a burglar who has invaded his prem* 
ises and is stealing his property, the citizens 
of Indiana have the same right to kill re- 
peaters who have invaded their State for the 
purpose of defiling the polls and stealing its 
vote. The first duty of the citizen is to stop 
imported voting, and to stop it he is war- 
ranted in using any means necessary, 
whether it be intimidation, imprisonment, or 
death. 

The attempt to steal the vote of a State and 
subvert the will of its people is onty another 
form of treason. This audaciousand unholy 
scheme of the Demoerata to secure the con- 
trol of power strikes at the very foundations 
of free government.

The 
smoldering ashes had not cooled before re- 
lief came pouring in from every part of the 
world. Short time was spent in lamenting. 
The courage of the people was as unpre- 
cedented as the calamity. Before the 
sun had twice risen upon the scene 
of ruln their old courage, and grit, 
and energy had returned, and the 
work of restoration was begun while yet the 
lurid fires were burning and the glow of 
flame had not faded out of the sky. Food 
and clothing came in generous quantities. 
Money was sent lavishly. Laborers came by 
thousands, and over thousands of acres of 
ruin the cheery sounds of the hammer, the 
ax, the saw, and the trowel were heard, re- 
building the City of Chicago, replacing homes, 
and offices, and the places of business with 
better and handsomer ones than had stood in 
the same places before.

there a speck of ruin upon some vacant lot 
recalls the old story,of disaster, or some 
crumbling fragment of wall stands as a mon- 
ument of the fury of that great conflagtation, 
but the rapid growth ot the new bas almost 
obliterated the old, and the memories of that 
October day, nine years ago, grow fainter 
and fainter, until even now it seems as if it 
must have been ages’ ago that the flames 
swept across such vast areas of destruction. 
Chicago has not enough of a past to live in 
yet. She lives and works in the pres 
ent for the future; and has no time 
for reminiscence or revéry. And yet, look- 
ing back to-day to that fearful morning, it is 
pleasant to contemplate the vast work that 
has been done; to realize that what seemed 
then an unmitigated, frrétrievable disaster 
had unseen promises of a grander fruition 
even in its black and ugly ruins; that not 
even yet has the great City of the Lakes ac- 
complished its destiny; and that at no time 
in ite history has it been so strong as itis to- 
day. In its vast increase of population, in 
the extent of its trade, in the growth and 
development of its material resources, there 
is every reason for congratulation, and to go 
on with renewed determination, under the 
blessing of God, indreasing its strength, ex- 
tending ite influences, and broadening’ its 
proportions.

Heer. But Gen. Grant found it necessary to 
address him in language appropriate to the 
understanding of araw recruit. Said Gen. 
Grant: 

General, you and I are soldicers—army of- 
ficers. We have life pos.tions: we serve under 
suecessive Administratious without regard to 
party. It is our duty to enforce the laws cf Con- 
cress. e are not meibie for the wisdom 
of the laws; UOongreas responsibility. 
We simply enforce them. 

Hancock might have replied: “The Presi- 
dent is Commander-in-Chief of the armies of 
the United States. He is your superior offi- 
cer as well as mine. I am bound to obey 
him, and he wishes te aid the South in rein- 
stating slavery and white supremacy. He is 
opposed to nigger domination.” But in 1864 
Hancock had received afew votes for the 
Democratic Presidential nomination. He 
had got the Presidential “bee in hig bon- 
net. Im his head a single idea was en- 
throned. This was the idea: How shall ! 
endear myself to the Soathern Demucrats ? 
And he had answered it iu this wise: Byen- 
dearing myself to the en-Aaveholders. And 
how shall I make them love me? queried 
the doughty General. The reply was easy: 
by doing what they wish me to do. What 
do the ex-slaveholders wish me todo? pro- 
ceeded the army officer of twenty-five years’ 
experience.

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IRISHMEN VOTING HAN 

._ A NEGRO EXODUS INTO THE NORTH. 

There is in the minds of a large body of 
voters in the cities and large towns of the 
North an undefined, unexplainable, but 
nevertheless immovable prejudice against 
the negroes of the South. Thousands of 
these persons, mainly of Celtic foreign birth, 
and all engaged in unskilled labor. recognize 
in the pro-siavery tendencies of the Demo- 
cratic party the more certain degradation of 
the negro, socially and politically, and they 
propose to vote for Hancock under the de- 
lusion the success of the Democratic 
party will in some way benefit the white 
laborers at the cost of the black ones. 

The negroes, from being slaves and chat- 
tel property of the oligarchy, are now free- 
men. They are laborers, and long inured to 
the performance of the severest physical toil. 
They are agriculturista, fully competent to 
perform all the work of the farm; they have 
furnished the SoutRern States for a century 
with the carpenters, bricklayers, masons, 
blacksmiths, shoemakers, and other work- 
men of the mechanical trades. They consti- 
tute a vopulation of five millions, all of them 
—men, women, and children—trained to labor 
from their earliest years. 

These people, as freemen, ask the privi- 
leges of free citizens to labor, receive their 
wages, to hold and own property, and the 
opportunity to exercise the political rights of 
ciiizens, all at the South, This they are now 
practically denied in all the Cotton States. 
The fact that there has been a Republican 
President between them and their oppressors 
is all that has kept all ve in the hearts of these 
millions of negroes the hope that at some 
time they would have “a white man’s 
chance” in the South to make a living and 
enjoy security of person and property. 

As each of the Southern States has passed 
under Democratic domination this hope has 
grown weaker, and, should Hancock be 
elected in November, it will pass away. 
There is not a black man or woman on the 
remotest plantation in the South but under- 
stands, feels, and is convinced that the elec- 
uon of Hancock and English and the return 
of the Democratic-Confederate party to 
power will mean the practical reénslavement 
of the colored race; that it.will mean the ex- 
.lnction of even their present nominal polit- 
ten rights, and with these will perish also 
their civil rights, and all dreams of becoming 
owners of proverty and controlling their 
labor. 

And here is where this abject and degraded 
condition of the five millions of negro wark- 
men assumes formidable proportions in the 
labor economy of the Northern States. What 
is to become of these millions of free work- 
men? During the last year the violent pro- 
ceedings in two of the Mississippi River 
States against these “negroes caused an, 
exodus to Kansas and elsewhere of 30,000 
colored persons. These people were poor, 
almost destitutepand with no matured idea 
of where they were going: It was sufficient 
that they were éscaping from a land of 
bondage and injustice toa land where they 
could find personal safety and be free to 
labor and receive the wages they earned. 
That the exodus was not greater was 
due to the want of means, and the 
refusal to give them transportation, 
and especially to the assurance that 
so long as there was a Republican 
Administration they would have some 
protection at home. These black. people 
found homes | ansas, some in Nebraska, 
and a Tew in lilinois and Indiana. But the 
election of Hancock will destroy the last 
dream of peace and safety for the Africans at 
the South, and the exodus which was with 
such difficulty arrested last year will m- 
stantly break forth anew. It will be con 
fined to no locality and no State, It will 
move fram every Southern State, and the 
blacks, will flee as from a pestilence. It will 
move by families, by church congregations, 
with the pastors at their heads. R will move. 
by settlements and districts. It will proceed 
by every conveyance, and in wagon and on 
foot, by water and by rail, the whole body 
moved by the commen purpose to escape 
from the land of bondage to a land of free- 
dom. It will far exceed the immigration of 
the poverty-stricken Irish, driven to this 
land as an asylum from the oppression of 
English rack-renting landlords. - 

If Hancock and Engtish are elected, from 
one to two millions of Southern blacks will 
tlee y the North during the ensuing four 
years. 

What effect will this exodus from the Solid 
South have upon the Irish and other foreign 
laborers who will come in tition with 
it? How can the Irish and other foreign 
laborers object after they have brought it 
about by placing the Solid South” in po- 
er? These swarms of blacks, driven out of 
the South by the political action of the 
Irish in ‘the North, will naturally flock 
into the cities and towns of the North 
and seek the labor now performed by for- 
vign laborers. They must have bread, 
und to obtain it will work for whatever wages 
they can get. They will andertake, at far 
lower wages, to perform all the rough, hard 
work now done by Europeans. We will not 
expand on this subject at present, but leave 
it for those vitally interested to reflect upon. 
if they are wise they will so vote as to in- 
luce the blacks to where they are. But 
if they are hankering fora change they can 
get It. in the shape of & million of black com-

Mr. Thomas Hughes. M. P., to whom ref. 
erence wis made in Friday’s TRIBUNE, 
reached the city yesterday morning, ahd was 
driven at once to the residence of the Rev.

Mr. Redfield’s book is not a campaign doc- 
ument. It is not written in the interests of 
any party. Many of its suggestive figures 
and facts reflect somewhat severely upon the 
social condition of the Southern States. They 
may be usedin attempts to show how false 
pride, ignorance, and an absurd standard of 
“honor” have combined to reduce a large 
section of this country to a condition of semi- 
barbarism so far as value of human life is 
concerned. A work like this—a mere com- 
pilation of facts and figures—does not admit 
of extended review or criticism. We are 
obliged to assume that the statistics are ac- 
curate because we hae no means of verify- 
ing or disproving them. There is no ques- 
tion of literary ability or of the lack of it. All 
that can be done is to quote some of the more 


Important facts or deductions in order to 
show that the book itself is worth reading. 
We may add that Mr. Redfield has done his 


work well; that the task assumed was an im- 
portant one; that he appears to have 
carried it out in a spirit of perfect fairness

THE MARINE BAND. 

Sehneiter—sioussa. “ The King is dead,—long 
live the King!"" The Marine is one of the 
institutions of Washington. It greets every in- 
oom Administration, does the honors to re- 
tiring idents, and officiates on all state oc- 
casions. it wears the most gorgeous uniform of 
any branch of the military or naval service; yet 
the musicians who compose it, as a class, know 
less about American institutions, and care much 
leas, than an American of 10 years of age. The 
band is almost entirely composed of roreign- 
ers; @nd, 2 they are required to enlist 
in the United States service, they serve 
simply for pay. Until this week this band has 
never had a leader who was born upon Amer- 
ican soil; and it will now be necessary to have 

confidence in the genealogical tree to be- 
jeve that John P. Sioussar, the new leader, is 
an American. Heisan American by the ac- 
cident of birth, and succeeds Schneider. 

Poor Schneider! Soon after the Franco-Ger- 
man war, Maj. Nicholson, of the Marine Co 
while traveling in Eu was attracted by 
wonderful skill of a ciarionet-piayer in a 
Commune band. Nicholson interes himself 
enough to learn the man's 
finally induced him to come

Recent Work and Developments in 
the Various Mines. 
Special Correspondence of The Chicago Tribune, 
VInGI NIA Orry, Nev., Sept. 30.—The develop- 
ment of ore-bodies in the mines of the Com-

The Ophir Company, in running a cross-cut east 
of the 1000 level, jointly with the Galffornia 
Company, crossed an ore-body of ten feet in 
width, fifty feet north of the California line, 
It is being drifted on both north and south, to 
ascertain the condition in vhose directions. The 
ore is of fair grade, ana may prove to be exten- 
sive. The cross-euts east on the 2,500 level at the 
Union, although in a distance respectively 218 
feet and 142 feet, have developed nothing but 
promising vein-matter containing streaks of 
quartz.

The Convent of the Visitation is on the 
corner of Fayette street. We haa friends in 
the Academy and desired to inspect, but the 
pale, sad-looking nun at the wicket said it 
was not visiting day.

Georgetown College, a Roman Catholic in- 
stitution. is on Second street. The archi- 
tocture of the new buliding, still in process 
of erection, is very fine, and the front pre- 
sents a magnificent appearance. We ob- 
tained admittance here, and spent several 
hours in the library that contains many rare 
and curious volumes, Inthe museum is a 
valuable collection of coins, medals, and 
relics of Commodore Decatur. 

Oak Hil Cemetery is near Georgetown. 
It occupies a romantic spot on the northern 
slope of Georgetown Hights, at the base of 
which winds Rock Creek, and has a fine 
chapel and public vault. The remains of 
Secretary Stanton, Chief-J ustice Chase, and of 
many other men occup prominent places 
in history, are here Interred. It is really 
the most beautiful cemetery I was ever in. 
lt is terraced down to the creek, has neat 
gravel walks, and so many handsome monnu- 
ments. It was a perfect wilderness of roses 
in the full 1 September bloom. 

I improved occasion to deliver a lect- 
ure on cremation,—his favorit hobby, —eon- 
sidering it in every possible light. 

In the afternoon we drove to the Arlington 
House and the National Cemetery. It is on 
the Virginia shore of the Potomac, on the 
summit of a hill 200 feet above the river. 
The residence is very handsome, and the 
design of the portico in front was taken from 
drawings of a temple at Pistum, near Na- 
ples. The house contains many valuable 

ictures, ides Interesting relics of Gen. 
Vashington and of the former occupants of 
the house,—George Washington, Parke Cus- 
tis, and Gen. Robert E. Lee. 

The National Cemetery contains about 200 
acres, set apart for the interment of deceased 
soldiers of the Union army. The grounds 
were laid out with special reference to 
purposes in view. The bodies of nearly 16,000 
soldiers from many a battlefield in Virginia 
and the hospitals at the Capital here find a 
fitting resting-place. A short distance from 
the mansion is a granit sarcophagus, sur- 
mounted by a cannon and balls, in 1 
placed over the grave of 2,111 unknown sol- 
diers, gathered after the War from the fields 
of Bull Run and the route to the Rappahan- 
nock. On the frieze of the gateway to the 
cemetery are suitable inscriptions, and over 
the arch: * Here rest 15,585 of the 315,558 citi- 
zens who died in defense of our country 
from 1801 to 1888.“ SisTeR ARACHNE.

In its latest issue the London Economist con- 
tesses that Germany has attempted to set up 
the gold standard on too narrow a basis, and 
that it has had reason to fear that the metallic 
reserve of the Bank of England itself was too 
small. After even the enormous gold coinage 
of France during the last thirty years, the Bank 
of France has only been able to retain at the 
present time barely as much goid as the Bank 
of Engiand. The narrow limits of the coinage 
of Germany scarcely appear to vermit a gold 
reserve to be held by the Imperial Bank, with- 
out imposing heavier sacrifices on the commerce 
of Germany than will be acceptable. The gold 
currency of Germany was, as we have seen, half at 
least, probably more, brought from the curren- 
cies of other countries. The natural course of 
trade has probably already restored to other 
‘lands much, if not all, of what was brought 
from them. Report credits the Bank of Ger- 
many with holding the whole, or nearly the 
whole, of the silver thaler-pieces now existing. 
These are computed to represent in value about 
£17,000,000. If this is the case, the reserve of 
the Bank of Germany would consist of £9,000,-

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AGAINST RESUMPTION. 


Record of the Democracy on the 
Resumption Act. 

The Party Steadfastly Opposed 
to Prosperity. 


Extracts frem the State and National 
Democratic Platforms. 


A Wise Financial Measure Denounced 
by Hancock’s Party. 


Senator Bayard, in his New York speech, 
claimed the credit of resumption for the 
Democratic party. But Senator Conkling 
had previously shown that the Resumption 
act was frained by Republicans, and voted 
for only by Republicans in the Senate, and 
by very few Democrats in the House. The 
National Democratic Convention which met 
at St. Louis in 1876 adapted a platform in 
which the Resur ption act was denounced as 
% hindrance to resumption.” One of the 
first steps taken by the Democrats in Con- 
gress in October, 1877, was the introduction 
of thirteen bills in one day for the repeal of 
the act. One of. these passed the House; it 
was amended in the Senate, and this amend- 
ment, and the sturdy opposition which the 
amended bill encountered from the Repub- 
licans in the House, prevented its final 
passage in that body. But the Democrats 
continued their bitter opposition to the act 
in Congress all that winter. The following 
extracts from the platforms of the Demo- 
cratic party, adopted in National and State 
Conventions, compiled by the New York 
Times, shuw the party’s attitude toward re- 
sumption, and should be read by every work- 
ingman and merchant who is enjoy 
fruits of resumption, and who has a vote to 
cast in November next:
